~ MUCH INVOLVED

Problem Seems Far from Being
© Settled as Yet,

MEREDITH SCORES A POINT

Secures Adoption of Amendment Striking Oat
_ Fducatioaal Qualification aad DOr,
Mcllwaioe Laods a Change that
Results [2 Confusion.

T he suffrage conference yesterday morn-
ing adeopted the Meredith amendment Lo
strike out the Glass requirement of a
strict educational test ror resgistration.
The adoption of this feature just befcre
the moon recess made the prospect for
an early settlement of the suflruge fight
encouraging.

In the afternoon session, however, in
wkich most of the time was devoted Lo
fiLtbustering and confusion, Dr. Mell-
waine landed an amendment which routed
the Thom-Gordon forces and placed the
Glass-Danlel side In the saddle again-
The amendment, by striking out the
grandfather feature of tho Gorden prop-
erty qualitication amenémeni, makes it
rearly a straight property guanlification
Frerequisite.  Tha Glass-Daniel element
veted for it to a man and it was adopted.
The object, of course, was to kill oft Lhe
Gerdon amendment and necessarily the
Meredlth amendment of the morning. If
the amendment is not considered to-day
It means that the work of the past week
will he larzely thrown away and that
when the Glass plan Is veted on it will
b defeated by as large a majority as
was the majority permanent understand-
ing report or the Turnbull plan.

The end, which seemed in sight at
noen, had by night become again ob-
seared and hid by clouds, darkness and
uneertainty. The suffrage guestion is far
from settlement now,

SUFFRAGE CONFERENCE,

The first move in the conference was a
re=olution offered by Mr. Hooker limiting
speeches to ten minutes On viva voce
vote it was declared adoepted. On division
the count wits 27 for to 26 against, and it
was declared adopted. The roll eall was
demanded and the resolution was defeated
by a tie vote of 31 to Il

Mr. R. Walton Moore said the Congress
of the United States had settled matters
of the greatest imporiance under a rule
limiting debate to twenty minutes He
said that nothing new or novel could be
proposed now on the suffrage question.

Mr. Anderson: “You den't know Mr.
Thom as well as I do.”

Alr. Moore accepted an amendment lim-
iting speecites to fifteen minutes, and it
was adopted by a largs majority.

A resolution by Mr., Watson requesting
a publicatlon of the pairs on roll-call. as
well as those actually voting provoked a
lively dizscusslon of the whole guestion of
pubication of proceedings of the confer
ence and admitting outsiders at all.

No reflection whatever was marde on the
reporters. The criticism swas made that
unless a full stenographic report was pub-
lished there had better be mone at al
A resolution was offerad to prohibit all
publications in the future.

This was strongly opposed by many.

It was also called to the attentlon of
the conference that Iast summer, when
the small committer was wrestling in se-
eret sesslon behind  closed and Zaadea
doors the papers every morning had the
whole thing right or wrong.

Chairman Daniel and Judge Kendall, of
the Sufirage Committee gave testimony
to this effect in their opnosition to tue
resolution, and their evidence produced
rounds of good natured Iaughter.

The resolution was overwhelmingly de-
featad.

An armlistice was then effected on the
hasis that In future, roll-eall votes shouid
not be published in the papers, as it
was= calenlated to produce a wrong im-
pression in the mazes and uncertain
emergencics of enucus action and confer-
ence.

APPLICATION IN WRITING.

Alr. Meredith offered an amendment to
the Glass plan, to strike out that part of
section 3 which requires all voterg after
the expliration of the temporary under-
standing clouse to “make apnplieation for
registration In h's own hand-writing with
out aid or suzgestion or the use of 2

He made a strong spesch
agalnst any | understanding or grand-
father principle. His motion to strike out
prevailed by a vote of 25 to 20

Ar. Flood moved to reconsider the vole.

A motion was made to adjourn. but this
was defeated by o vote of 43 to 20

Mr. Flood took the floor and had spoken
ten minutes in strong oppesition to the
Acllwaine amendment. e showed that
it would destroy all protection to thou-
=sands of white men in the State from the
operation of the property qualification, and
from tne requirement In the temporary
understanding clause. When he had
spoken ten minutes he yielded to a re-
auest for a motion to adjourn. The mo-
tion was defeated again by a vote of- I8
to 20, although it was six o'clock.

Mr, Flood resumed his argument and
when he concluded, another motion was
made for adjournment.

CONFUSION AND DISORDER.
